INTRUDERS SMASHED THE APARTMENT'S TELEPHONE, TORE 

UP PASSPORTS OF THE FAMILY AND HAULED AWAY ADDRESS BOOKS AND 

FAMILY SAVINGS OF $2 T 000. 
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2. ACCORDING TO PERSONS WHO KNOW THE FAMILY MRS. WEINSTEIN HAD 
AT SOME POINT VISITED CUBA, AND THUS COULD HAVE ATTRACTED 
ATTENTION TO HERSELF. SHE WAS BELIEVED COMPLETELY APOLITICAL 
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AND DEVOTED TO HER WORK- -HER RESEARCH HAD 
TO DISCOVERY OF A BLOOD ABNORMALITY KNOWN 
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AIRES." EMBASSY VISA RECORDS SHOW THAT DR. WEINSTEIN AND HER 
HUSBAND MANFREDO RECEIVED TOURIST VISAS FOR THE U.S. IN 
SEPTEMBER, 1973.
